Washington. March 26—The stirring 


scene of the Fifty-first congress, when 
tni-mbers of the minority were charging;

by the minority against a ruling of the 
chair during the cons'tleration of the 
naval appropriation hill. The ruling in

was made against Mr. Harlimin (silver 
Uep., Mont.), who attempted to in.ike a 
political speech. 


Mr. Bailey insisted that thf>r^ rouM 


l>e no limitation upon the a t t l t u d - of 
debate In committee of the wholt- on the 
state of the Villon. Mr. Boutellf pointed 
a distinction between gyn* ml t\> nat'- in 
committee of the whole and dfh:itp un- 
der the five-minute rule. Mr. H.illey ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair 
and In doing so v.urned the Republican 
members that such a ruling, if not re- 
versed, would come back to plague them. 
From time immemorial it had been the 
( ustoni to make pro forma amendments. 
It was impossible to make remarks to 
si pro forma amendment p> rtinent. Mr. 
Sherman, who wa.s in the chair, cited 
«e\eral precedents In support of his rul- 
ing. 


After the debate on Mr Bailey's ap- 


peal had run on for an hour Mr. Buu- 
tclle moved to close tin 
debate. In- 


htantly a point of order was made 
Btjalnst the motion, \\luch was over- 
ruled. Party feeling 
run 
high. The 


vote was taken on Mr. Boiitelle's motion 
and carried—111 to 9.1. The vote then 
cume upon the appeal from the decision 
of the chair, and the chair was sustained

Mr. Hartman, after this two hours' 


wrangle, again got the floor, and was 
proceeding with the speech which had 
livn Interrupted, when Mr. Boutelle 
ugain interposed a point of <^-<ler.

A VICTUHY'FOU PATKEY. 


Philadelphia. March 25—The sudden 


death of John S. Hopkins, cashier of the 
People's bank, and the assignment by 
the Cuarantors Finance company have 
been followed by disclosures which show 
an important connection between the 
two events. The coroner's Investigation 
developed the fact, hitherto concealed 
by the family, that Hopkins had com- 
mitted suicide by shooting, and an ex- 
amination of the affairs of the bank 
by its officers resulted in the revelation 
that Hopkins the past two years had 
loaned the bank's funds in large amounts 
to Uich.ird b'. Loper. general .manager 
of the Guarantors Fnance 
company. 


These loans, which remain unpaid, and 
ajwegate. it Is said, over $600.000. were 
made wholly without the knowledge of 
the officers and directors of the bank. 
The securities Riven by Loper as col- 
lateral for the loans were found, accord- 
ing to the statement of one of the bank's 
officials, to have very little value. In 
(onsei|uence of these revelations, the 
bank closed its doors indefinitely. 


The state Insurance commissioner on 


Wednesday asked the court to appoint 
a receiver for the Guarantors company, 
which did an Insurance business, and It 
is believed that Hopkins, on learning 
that the company could not make good 
its indebtedness to the bank and know- 
ing that exposure would follow an in- 
vestigation of the Guarantors affairs, 
concluded to end his troubles by taking; 
his life.
